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Pressing  Matters

The  article  '‘Pressing  M alter s^'  discusses  some 
of  the  extra  pressing  technitfues  that  can  he  used 
to  simplify  construction  and  give  more  profes¬ 
sional  looking  results.  But  these  should  he  used 
along  with  the  standard  basic  pressing  methods 
briefly  summarized  here 


1  Pressin"  the  center  line  of  a  dart 
helps  eontrol  lining  up  of  the  marks 

on  either  side  of  the  dart.  BASIC  RULES  OF  PRESSING 

Prrssiti"  and  irotiing  require  difTereiil  techttiques.  In 
pressing:,  the  ir«)n  is  lowered  and  raised  over  the  satne 
spot,  not  pushed  along  the  material  as  in  ironing. 

Press  as  you  sew.  Every  stitched  seatn  should  he 
pressed  hehire  it  is  crossed  with  atiother  seam. 

Press  seams  in  the  same  direction  as  that  in  which 
they  were  stitched.  Skirt  seams,  for  e.\atnple,  should  he 
pressed  from  hottotn  to  top. 

Press  curved  seams  over  a  curved  surface,  such  as 
you  eet  hy  using  a  pressing  mitt. 

Always  press  with  the  grain  of  the  material.  For 
instance,  when  pressiitg  the  surface  of  a  four-piece  bias- 
cut  skirt,  do  not  press  straight  up  from  bottom  to  top, 
hut  follow  the  grain  which  runs  in  a  diagonal  direction. 

Darts  are  usually  pressed  toward  the  center  front  or 
center  hack  of  the  garment.  In  heavy  materials  they  are 
slashed  and  pressed  open. 

Underarm  darts  are  pressed  down. 

Wool  should  he  presseil  moist  and  usually  on  the 
wrong  side.  Alwajs  use  a  press  cloth  on  wool  unless  a 
steam  iron  is  used. 

Rayon  is  pressed  either  moist  or  almost  dry,  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  type  of  rayon.  Te.st  a  scrap  «if  the  material 
before  pressing  the  garment.  Press  on  the  wrong  side 
using  a  press  cloth. 

Cotton  and  linen  should  he  dampened  and  pressed 
on  the  wrong  side.  It  is  not  necessary  to  use  a  press  cloth 
w  ith  these  two  fabrics. 

2  Matching  stripes  is  «‘asy  if  attempted 
frum  the  right  side  uf  a  garment. 


Everyone  realizes  that  a  knowledge  of  pressing  tech¬ 
niques  is  most  essetttial  if  otie  is  to  attaiti  the  profes¬ 
sional  look  when  she  tnakes  her  own  clothes.  But  there 
are  also  matiy  little  pressing  tricks  that  cati  he  put  to 
use  to  help  spe<'d  up  and  sitnplify  clothing  cotistruction, 
as  well  as  to  help  gi\e  this  desirable  prftfessiotial  look. 

Pressing  can  sometimes  rejdnce  hasting  if  precise 
measurctnctits  are  made  atid  jtins  placed  accuratelv. 

Bastitig  a  dart  is  sitnplified  by  tnatkitig  tiot  otilv  the 
outer  lities  of  the  dart  but  also  a  line  exactly  halfway 
bctwceti  these  two.  Find  tlu'  exact  center  between  the 
bottom  circles  on  the  dart  lines  and  make  a  line  from 
this  center  to  the  top  point  of  the  dart.  Fold  on  this 
center  line  and  press.  This  helps  control  lining  up  of  the 
marks  on  either  side  of  the  dart.  (See  Illustration  1.) 

Pressing  can  he  used  to  mark  center  lines  in  fabrics 
such  as  cotton  and  linen  w  Inch  press  easily.  For  exam|)le, 
wheti  a  waist  hack  is  removed  from  the  pattern,  place 
pins  at  top  and  bottom  to  prevent  the  center  fold  from 
shifting  and  then  press  lightly  to  mark  the  center  back 
line.  If  the  garment  is  to  be  quickly  constructed,  the 
pressed  center  line  may  he  the  only  marking  necessary. 
If  a  more  permanent  marking  is  needed,  the  pressed 
fold  line  makes  an  accurate  guide  for  a  basting  line. 

Matching  plaids  and  stripes  is  a  tedious  job  if 
attempted  from  the  w  rong  side  of  a  garment.  To  insure 
pci  fe«  t  matching  and  at  the  same  time  to  keep  the  seam 
line  even,  pin  back  the  seam  allowance  on  the  edge  to  be 
matched  and  press  on  the  scam  line.  Place  the  folded 
edge  on  the  stay-stitched  or  chalked  seam  line  to  be 
matched:  place  pins  perpendicular  to  the  edge  and  slip- 
baste  from  the  right  side.  ( Illustration  2.) 
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Bark-stitch  occasionally  when  slip  basting;  then  the 
fabric  will  not  shift  when  it  is  being  machine  stitched. 
W  hen  the  seam  is  basted,  press  again  to  bring  both  seam 
edges  in  place  for  machine  stitching. 

Accurate  pressing  may  be  satisfactorily  substituted 
for  hand-basting  in  many  garment  details.  The  tuck 
strip  buttonhole  may  be  marked  either  by  machine 
basting,  with  tbe  help  of  the  machine  seam  gauge,  or 
with  chalk  to  indicate  the  center  line  and  the  folding 
line  on  either  side.  If  the  buttonhole  is  accurately 
pressed  on  the  fold  line  previously  marked,  further 
basting  is  unnecessary.  The  machine  seam  gauge  can 
be  used  again  to  guide  the  knife-sharp  folded  edge  to 
make  the  finished  tu<  k  the  desired  width.  Illustration  3 
shows  the  pressing  preparation  for  the  tuck  strip. 

Preserving  the  texture  of  fabric  is  esseritial  to  the 
well-finished  garment.  Among  the  various  fibers,  wool 
offers  many  possibilities  in  shaping  to  desired  contours 
because  of  its  characteristic  elastic  nature.  Moist  heat, 
of  course,  is  imj)erative  in  j)ressing  wool  to  prevent  it 
becoming  harsh  and  in-elastic.  Wool  gabardine,  a  char¬ 
acteristic  worsted,  must  be  treated  w  ith  utmost  care  to 
prevent  shine  and  seam  marks,  and  the  seam  pressing 
board  is  a  very  reliable  tool  for  this  purpose.  Mitts, 
hams,  arms  and  clappers  provide  means  of  shaping 
woolens  and  worsteds  to  the  desired  finish. 

Among  the  important  pieces  of  e(/uipment  in  treat¬ 
ment  of  woolens  and  worsteds  is  the  wool  press  cloth 
accompanied  by  one  of  drill  or  another  equally  heavy 
cotton.  In  order  to  preserve  the  texture  of  the  wool,  the 
face  of  the  wool  press  cloth  (of  the  same  fabric  as  the 
garment,  if  possible)  should  always  be  placed  to  tbe 
right  side  of  the  garment.  The  cotton  press  cloth  is 
placed  between  the  iron  and  the  garment.

Thus,  if  the  garment  is  being  pressed  on  the  right 
side,  the  wool  press  cloth  is  between  the  garment  and 
the  drill.  When  the  garment  is  pressed  on  the  wrong 
side,  the  face  of  the  wool  cloth  is  placed  next  lo  the  right 
side  of  the  garment  and  the  cotton  cloth  next  to  the 
wrong  side  of  the  garment. 

Among  details  that  may  be  difficult  to  handle  in  wool 
are  darts  and  curved  seams.  Before  pressing  in  direction 
in  which  they  are  finally  to  lie,  curved  seams  and  darts 
should  first  be  pressed  without  direction;,  this  step 
makes  the  succeeding  pressing  easier.  In  the  case  of  the 
dart,  a  sharp  edge  is  obtained  without  the  danger  of 
burying  it  into  the  garment. 

Illustration  4  shows  how  a  piece  of  tag  board  or 
manila  folder  may  be  used  in  pressing  a  dart  to  prevent 
the  folded  edge  becoming  embossed  on  the  right  side. 

Curved  pieces  of  tag  board  may  also  be  cut  to  be 
placed  under  curved  seams  as  in  Illustration  5.  These 
can  be  pinned  in  place  to  prevent  shifting  while  the 
curved  seam  is  being  pressed  over  a  curved  pad  to  retain 
shape.

clothes  for  economy  reasons,  Loretta 
now  turns  to  sewing  for  fun  and  to 
help  fulfill  her  creative  urge.  Her 
dressing  room  is  well  stocked  with 
Jacques  Path’s,  Irene’s  and  Adrian’s, 
but  she  gets  a  thrill  out  of  wearing 
something  she  has  made  for  herself. 

Loretta  admits  every  trade  has  its 
tricks,  but  she  doubts  if  there  are  any 
practical  shortcuts  in  becoming  a 
really  good  seamstress.

The  regular  women’s  or 
misses’  sizes,  are  proportioned  for  a 
figure  5'7"  tall,  but  women’s  and 
misses’  half  size  patterns  are  propor¬ 
tioned  for  an  average  5'4"  tall,  and 
are  shorter  in  the  waist,  skirt,  sleeve 
and  shoulder  lengths. 

Half  sizes  are  just  in  between  regu¬ 
lar  sizes.  For  example:  If,  in  a  wom¬ 
en’s  size  you  find  that  a  38  is  too  tight, 
a  40,  too  large,  and  that  both  are  too 
long  in  the  waist,  skirt,  sleeve  and 
shoulder  lengths,  try  a  size  20V^.  The 
measurements  of  bust,  waist,  and  hips 
are  just  in  between  a  size  38  and  40, 
and  skirt,  sleeve,  and  shoulder  lengths 
are  shorter.
